John V. Farwell Telle What He Would 
Do. 


In the Chicago Times Herald of Sun­ 
day were a number of letters from 
prominent citizens explaining 
what 
they would do if they were women. 
The moat pointed of them all was the 
letter from John V. Farwell, the Ben­ 
ton Harbor overall manufacturer, who 
wrote: 


The query, “ What would I do if I 
were a woman,” covers a wide field of 
conjecture and involves social ques­ 
tions which lie at the base of all that 
is holiest and best in the life of both 
men and women. 


I assume that what God intended to 
oe the .spec ial sphere of woman in­ 
cludes (ii'ijt Lae good angel of family 
life, only through which is the perpet­ 
uation of the racc possible. 
If this be 
-so. then next lo God, as the author of 
all life, she stands as such, the proto­ 
type and prophecy of the grandest 
achievements of the race. 


A true mother lives, prays and works 
for her son with love's vision thrown 
into his activities after her molding 
hand has done its work and he is tlirown 
into the strife as a man to make his 
own way in the world. This should be 
her chosen work in the narrow circle 
of home life, butsociety also claims her 
molding hand, as every famous painting 
claims the inspiration of true genius 
before the picture can fill the hunger 
of every true man or woman for the 
beautiful as well as the useful. 


Reasoning within these two spheres 
of woman’s Individual and social in- 
ilvence upon the destinies of the race, 
it seems to me, if I were a woman, I 
would raise the black Hag—socially 
—against 
every 
man 
who 
would 
sacrifice her purity as the mother 
of the race upon the altar of his 
HelQah 'usts until it was just as im­ 
possible for an impure man to as­ 
sociate with pure women as it now is 
for an impure woman—known to be 
such—to appear 
in any respectable 
social circle. 
I would do this for the 
reason that the edicts of social law are 
always more powerful than any law on 
the statute books in the formation of 
character. 
As a woman, I would also 
ask for the vote to enable me to make 
them a terror to any violators of per- 
aonal purity who cared nothing for 
social ostraclBm. 


In business matters this wide, wide 
world, with the individual and social 
status ot woman hxed as they •should 
be, would, in my opinion, open wide 
many door.s to u.'iefulness for the best 
half of humanity that are closed be­ 
cause of the lack of proper protection 
under social and legal enactments.
